The Boat went to Diggs Cape, and made direétly for the | 


Boats came 
about the Eafterne point towards them : but when the Salva~ 
ges {aw their Boat, they draw their leffer Boats into their 
bigger,and when they had done they came rowing to their 
Boat, and made fignes to the reft, our men made ready for all 
eflayes ; the Saluages came to them, and they grew fami- 


liar one with ancther,fo as ours tooke one of theirs intotheir ~ 


Boate, and they tooke one of ours into theirs ; then they. car- 
ried our Men toa Cove where their Tents ftood tothe Weft- 
wardofthe place where the Fowle breed , fo-they carryed 
our Man intotheir Tents, where he remained untill our men 


returned theirs; In our Boat went their manto the place - 


wherethe Fowle breed; and wee being dcfirous to know 
how the Salvages killed their Fowle, hee fhewed them.the 
manner how, which was thus ; They tooke along Pole with 
a {nare at the end,which they put about the Fowles neck,and 
fo pluck themdowne. When our men knew that we had a 
better way, and fo fhewed the Salvages the ufe of our Peeces, 
which at onefhot would kill 7.or 8. To bee fhort, they re- 
turned to the Cove to receive our man, and to deliver theirs. 


When they came they made great joy with dancing, leaping, 


and ftriking oftheir breafts, they offered divers things to 


our Mens but they onely tooke fome Moresteeth,which they. 


gave them fora knife, and two glaffe Buttons, fo receiving 
our Man, they came abroad rejoycing at this chance as if 
they had met with the moft fimple people of the World. 
And Henry Greene more then the reft was fo confident that 
by no meanes we fhould take care toftand upon our guarde : 
God blinded him fo, that where he thought to receive great 


matters from this people, he received more then hee looked 


for; 
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for ; and that {uddenly,by being made an example for all men 
that make no confcience of doing evill; and that weetake 
heed how wee truft the Salvage people how fimple foever 
they feemetobe. > | i) 
_ They made hafte to be on fhore, and becaufe the Ship rid 
farre off, they weighed and ftood as neere the place where 
the Fowle breedas they could; and becaufe he, this Writer 
was lame, he was to goe into Boat to carry {uch things as he 
had in the Cabbine, of every thing fome what ; And{o with 
more haft then good {peed (and not withour {wearing )away 
- he went ;as Henry Greene, Wiliam Wilfon, Fohn Thoma , Mi- 
chael Pierce, kis Metter, and himiclte. When they came 
_neeré the fhore, the people were on the hills dancing and lea- 
ping; tothe Cove we came, where they had drawn up their 
Boatse Wee brought our Boat tothe Eaft fide of the Cove 
clofeto the Recks; on land they goe, and make faft the Boat 
toa great ftone onthe fhore ; the people came and every one 
had{omething in his hand to barter} but Henry Greene {wore 
that they fhould have nothing untillhe had Venifon, for chat 
they had fo promifed him by fignes the laft day. 

Now when wee came they made fignes to their Dogs, Salvages tre- 
whereof there were many like Mongrels,as bigge as Hounds, ‘herous. 
and pointed to the Mountaines, and tothe Sunne, clapping 
their hands. Then Henry Greene, John Thomas, and William 
WWilfoun,tood hard by the Boats head ; (Michael Pierce, and 
Andrew. Morter were got upon the Rocksa gathering of Sor- 
rell,not one of them had any Weapon about him,not fe inuch 
asa ftick ,fave Henry Greene oncly, who hada piece ofa Pike 
in his handjnor faw he any.thing they had to fhoot him with. 
Henry,Greene and Wilfon had Look ng-glafles, lewes-tramps, 
and Beils, which they were fhewing; the Salvages ftanding 
round about them; one of them came into the Boats headto 
thew him aBottle. This Writer made fignes unto him to get 
him ou fhore ; but he made as though he had not underftood 
him : whereupon he ftood up. and pointed himon fhore, In 
the meane time another ftole behind to the fterne of the Boat;

Pierce fainted,and could rowe no mores then was Aorter dri- 
yen to ftand in the Boats head and wave tothe Ship, which 
at firft{awethem not; and when they did, they could not 
tell what to make of them, but in they ftood fer them,and fo 
tooke them up.Greexe was throwne intothe Sea,the reft was 
takenintothe Ship, the Salvage being yetalive, but without 
fence, That day dyed w#lfow curling and {wearing in moft 
fearefull manner, #7 ichael Pierce lived two dayes and then 
dyed.

The poore number that wasleft was to ply the Ship to and 
againe inthe mouth of che Straits , for there was no ancho- 
ring; and befides,they were to goc in the Boat to kill.
